The former .official gave the re- 
porter much interesting information 
•regarding the school.

. al punishment made, it - difficult to. 
control the boys in tfie" school. " 


''There" are approximately 1000 


boys in the institution," said Mr. 
Larason, "and the 
public 
should 
hear in "mind that most of these are 
the worst types of.juvenile offenders. 
In handling cases of juvenile delin-. 
queney the probate judge gives the 
lads several chances to make good 
without .sentencing 
them, to 
the 
Lancaster school. When they get to 
the point where their school teach- 
ers, truant and juvenile officers can 
not ontrol them any longer they are 
sentenced to Lancaster. 
Then the 


officials there are expected to con- 
trol them with kindness and 'Sun- 
day school' methods. 
"Never in my experience at the 


school did I witness a case of cru- 
elty to any of the boys. 
When 
I 


first went there the severest punish- 
ment was the paddle, a piece of 
.leather as wide as my hand, somer 
thing like a razor strop. This never 
caused any serious or permanent in- 
jury and never left any marks, al- 
though it -was painful "to the victim 
while the punishment was being ad- 


• ministered . 


"The "turkey trot' and similar 
methods of correction, including the 
use of-rattan whips, were not in 
vogue while I was there. They were 
evidently 
introduced by the new 


disciplinarian, Mr. Weibe. 
"While I was at the institution, 


the state board abolished 
corporal 


punishment. When the .information 
was-received at the school many of 
the boys 'laid down' and refused to 
obey the 
orders of 
the officials. 


One boy, a strapping big fellow ic 
the printing 
office, absolutely re- 


fused to do his work, and the of- 
ficials were powerless to compel him 
to do so by threats of punishment. 


"It is said that 75 per cent of 


the boys discharged from the insti- 
tution make good after going into 
the world. 
I believe this estimate 


too high. I do not thinrc that 75 per 
cent of the reasonably 
intelligent 


boys do make good. But there are 
many more who are degenerates of 
the worst type and for these it is 
almost impossible to do anything. 
;. "Even this class can be 
taught 


to read and write and "will learn the 
fundamentals of arithmetic, addi- 
tion and subtraction, but beyond this 
they seem powerless to go. 


"In many cases the boys are from 


degenerate parents, not all of them, 
understand, but many of them. 
It 


is this class that causes the 
most 


trouble. I think it is next to impos- 
sible to control them without some 
form of- severe corporal punishment. 


"Many of the boys sent to 
the 


school should be in the reformatory 
at Mansfield. We bad 
one case 


where a boy said to Be 15 was sent 
to us for forgery. His mother swore 
that he was but 16 years old. He 
was there 18 months and after 
he 


was discharged we learned that he 
was 21 years old at the time of 
commitment. 
The 
superintendent 


is often the victim of this sort of 
abuse."

A third party in congress recalls the
